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The airfield, about 2 x 2.5 kiloneters , was about two 
kilometers northwest of Uzhgored (22° 197s 1/ 48937 1Ni. , 
Ukrainian S6h. just west of the road to sobrenci 
(22911'u/48045'N), 


Hangars, administration buildings, workshops, and under- 
eround fuel dumps were in the section of the field 
nearest the road. Yhe anrons in front of the hangars 
were concretsd. 


ieveral hundred sin¢le-enrine firhters and twin-engine 
vombers of s;soviet make were parked at the field. 


hicht ligchtine facilities and from 12 to 15 aa guns 
of 73.5=mm caliber were at the Pleld. 


The destroyed airfield, three kilometers northwest of 
Uzhgorod, was being rebuilt by the foviets. 


hew hanrars were being erected in lates January 1949. 
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
